Lilbourn City Marshal Ruben 
Liley, who witnessed the affray, 
placed four of the farmers under 
arrest. One of them, Sam Guy, 
pleaded guilty of assault and paid 
a fine of $16.85, The others, 
Charles Simpson, James Smith 
and Thompson, were to 
stand trial this afternoon before 
Justice of the Peace J. K. Driver. 
Marshal Liley said Phillips came 
into town in his truck early yes- 
terday morning in search of cot- 
ton “choppers” to be employed on 
the farm of Walter Richardson of 
Marston, a few miles south of 
here. Phillips was turned back 
and warned not to return. 

Gets Permission. 

Liley said Richardson, when in- 
formed of the warning, returned 
here with Phillips and obtained 
permission from the Lilbourn 
farmers to get some of the local 
Negroes for work on his farm 
about three or four miles away. 

By this time, Liley continued, 
Phillips was unable to enlist any 
of the local workers for the job. 
He was said to have received 50 
cents a worker for those he took 
to various farms near here. He 
returned again this morning, ac- 
companied by his wife, and was 
pulled from his ek before he 
could canvass the Negro commu- 
nity again. 

n Phillips was not 
beaten badly, being subjeeted to 
a few blows of the fist and sev- 
eral kicks. On the other hand, 
Richardson told the Post-Dispatch 
Phillips narrowly escaped with bis 
life after a severe beating that 
covered his head with blood. His 
wife was not molested. 

Liley said the prevailing wage 
for cotton “choppers” in this area 
of New Madrid county was $4 a 
day but that some farmers in 
counties farther south were pay- 
ing $5 and $5.50. 

Richardson said he intended to 
take Phillips, after he had re- 
ceived medical attention, to the 
county seat at New Madrid and 
file charges against the four 
farmers arrested here. 

He characterized their action in 
trying to restrict labor to the 
Lilbourn area as a “high-handed 
preceeding” that has no place in 
a free country. Richardson also 
said the workers sought today 
by Phillips were for work on the 
farm of Alvin Harris near here 
and not for himself. 


Colored Margarine Labeled Butter 
Distributed by Dairy Men as Test

WASHINGTON, May 18—Sam- 
ples of creamery butter and of 
oleomargarine packaged identical- 
ly, colored and mislabeled as but- 
ter, were distributed to Senators 
and Washington correspondents 
today by the National Co-opera- 
tive Milk Producers Federation. 

“Can you tell which is which?” 
asked the federation, which is 
fighting legislation to repeal fed- 
eral taxes and license fees on mar- 
garine. The federation wouldn't 
tell, but said it would in a few 
days. Its packages are differen- 
tiated only by the letters X“ and 
we i ” 


The argument made is that if 
the legislation passes, margarine, 
which sells for about half the cost 
of butter, will be misrepresented 
by some unscrupulous dealers and 
sold as butter, ‘

oring margarine in the home 
kitchen, picked package “Y” as 
margarine, Two others who hap- 
pened to be in the Washington 
Post-Dispatch bureau at the time

MOSCOW, May 18 (AP)—Prime 
Minister Joseph Stalin says Rus- 
sia is willing, if the United States 
is, to accept Henry A. Wallace’s 
recent “open letter“ to him as the 
basis for peaceful settlement of 
Soviet-American differences. 

In a statement dated yesterday 
and released by the Soviet press 
department last night, Stalin re- 


plied to proposals made by Wal- 
‘lace at a political rally in New 
York a week ago today. 

“I do not know,” Stalin said, in 
his first public pronouncement in 
more than a month, “whether the 
United States Government ap- 
proves of Mr. Wallace's program 
as a basis for agreement between 
the U.S. S. R. and the United States. 

“As far as the Government of 
the U.S. S. R. is concerned, it con-

Stalin Mentions Recent Notes. 


Stalin in his reply said, “It is 
possible to agree or to disagree 
with the program of Mr, Wallace, 
but one thing is, nevertheless, be- 
yond doubt: There is no states- 
man caring for peace and co-opera- 
tion among the peoples who can 
ignore this program, since it re- 
flects the hopes and strivings of 
the peoples toward consolidation 
of peace, and it doubtless will have 
the support of millions of ordi- 
nary people. 

He referred to the recent diplo- 
matic exchange between Foreign 
Minister V. M. Molotov and United 
States Ambassador Walter B.

Col. T. C. Gerber, former field 
director for the St. Louis Ord- 
nance District, told him in a let- 
ter of commendation in 1945 that 
his pre-formed wad had saved 
more than 6000 tons of paper in

hour and cut cost from $36.75 a 

thousand to $6.75 a thousand. 
Basis of His Claim, 

His claim for the royalty pay- 
ments is based on a verbal agree- 
ment he said he had with the late 
George G. Otto, vice president and 
general manager of the boxboard 
company. Belanger, who was born 
and had lived in Chicago all his 
life until December, 1942, began 
working for the company as a de- 
velopment and designing engineer 
in that month. 

Otto agreed to pay him an an- 
nual salary of $5000 and a 5 per 
cent commission on sales of prod- 
ucts developed from his patents, 
he said, but Otto died in 1944 be- 
fore the contract was put in writ- 
ing. The company denies that any 
such agreement had been made. 
Belanger says he received the sal- 
ary but no commissions. 

The inventor, who spends many 
of his evenings teaching groups 
of children handicrafts, said he 
filed the suit because “too many 
industries take advantage of the 
inventors. That discourages the 
inventors, they stop inventing, and 
industrial progress is slowed.” 

Belanger is married and has 
three sons. Albert John Belanger, 
20 years old, is a Marine sergeant 
in North Carolina. The other two 
are Donald, 14, and Victor, 12, 
both of whom are model airplane 
enthusiasts.

Seventeen witnesses were sub- 
penaed to testify at the hearings, 
which were resumed after a lapse 
of 10 months. Harper was nomi- 
nated last June and has been serv- 
ing under interim appointments 
pending his confirmation or re- 
jection by the Senate. Republican 
leaders have said it is unlikely 
that nominees for lifetime jobs 
such as federal judgeships will be 
confirmed until after the Novem- 
ber elections, 

Among the witnesses subpenaed 
were Charles L. Blanton Jr., edi- 
tor of the Sikeston Standard; N. 
E. Fuchs, Sikeston automobile 
dealer, and Grover C. Baker, Scott 
county collector. The three were 
indicted by a federal grand jury in 
St. Louis for conspiracy to buy 
votes in the 1946 elections. They 
were tried at Cape Girardeau and 
the case against them dismissed 
last May 5 when Government wit- 
nesses refused to testify or pro- 
fessed memory lapses. 

Denies Part in Lottery. 

Donnell has sought to determine 
at the hearings whether Harper, 
former chairman of the Demo- 
cratic State Committee, partici- 
pated in the lotteries, which were 
conduced in several Southeast 
Missouri counties.

ROYAL PALACE 
OF WILHELMINA 
DAMAGED BY FIRE 


THE HAGUE, May 18 (AP) — 
A fire severely damaged Queen 
Wilhelmina’s Noordeine palace to- 
day, raging for an hour before it 
was brought under control. 

Witnesses said the flames, 
fanned by a strong wind, prob- 
ably were started by a torch used 
by painters, who were burning off 
old paint on the roof. 

The 67-year-old Queen and other 
members of the royal family were 
not at the palace, built in 1553 
and the residence of the Orange 
dynasty for centuries. It has been 
used for official receptions only 
in recent years. Wilhelmina is 
staying at Het Loo, her summer 
residence in the country. 

The fire broke out about 2:30 

p.m. Police reported an hour later 
that it was under control. Part 
of the roof collapsed and chande- 
liers fell. 
Soldiers carried the many art 
treasures of the palace to safety 
under the direction of Prince 
Bernhard, the husband of Crown

WASHINGTON, May 18 (AP)—

“Authorities agree 
that the first approach is to re- 
duce Government spending, now 
six times the prewar rate exclud- 
ing interest on the national debt. 


“The present bill offers an op- 
portunity for the Senate to go on 
record that it means from now on 
to attack thoughtfully and coura- 
geously the far-reaching threat of 
inflation which carries with it so 
much for the welfare and happi- 
ness of all our people.” 

Opponents of the proposed $200,- 
000, reduction remained confi- 
dent they will defeat the move. 

As debate on the bill entered the 


(Rep.), Nebraska, predicted “tough 
sledding” for the motion to slash 
the construction funds. 

The money involved is the ap- 
propriation for federal river,, har- 
bor and flood control work. The 
Senate measure contains $100,000,- 
000 more than that voted by the 
House.

Senator Reed (Rep.), Kansas, 
calling the bill a “pork barrel” 
measure, reminded his G.O.P. col- 
leagues that the Republican party 
had pledged itself to cut Govern- 
ment spending and warned that 
their re-election might depend on 
“this measure alone.”

three voted against the measure 
in the Appropriations Committee. 

Senator Teft (Rep.) Ohio, told 
the Senate yesterday that to vote 
for a cut in the bill providing 
funds for 373 projects would be 
“the most unwise political thing 
that can be done.” 

Nevertheless, Taft said, “from 
the overall economic standpoint 
there is no justification for in- 
creasing public works construc- 
tion at a time when private con- 
struction activity is high.”

tion of Dr. Chaim Weizmann 
as provisional President of the 
new state of Israel. Dr. Weizmann 
was not only the father of the 
Balfour Declaration under which 
the Jewish national home was 
created, but he was also the first 
of the Zionist faction known as 
“revisionists,” whose purpose is to 
bring all Palestine under Jewish 
control. In their view, all Pales- 
tine“ included the Kingdom of 
Trans-Jordan, a former province 
of Palestine. 

Born 73 years ago in Russia, 
Dr. Weizmann became a lecturer 
on organic chemistry at the Uni- 
versity of Manchester and preai- 
dent of the English Zionist fed- 
eration. At the beginning of 
World War I he was employed by 
the British Admiralty, of which 
Arthur Balfour was First Lord, to 
find a cheap process for making 
acetone, a component of the ex- 
plosive cordite. Until that time 
acetone had been extracted from 
wood, requiring a large supply of 
expensive timber. 

Dr. Weizmann found a method 
of deriving it from starch, prin- 
cipally from cereals and horse 
chestnuts. Thus a British bottle- 
neck in the production of explo- 
sives was broken. 
“Permanent Mark on Map.” 
He is also credited with having 


suggested the strategy of the cam-| 


paign against Turkey which re- 
sulted in Gen, Allenby's victorious 
march on Jerusalem, In his mem- 
oirs, David Lloyd George acknowl- 
edged that Weizmann’s contribu- 
tions “not only helped us win 
the war but made a permanent 
mark on the map of the world.” 

In December 1916, Lloyd George 
became Prime Minister, and chose 
Balfour as his Foreign Secretary. 
One story has it that Dr. Weiz- 
mann used the access he had 
gained to Balfour at the Admiral- 
ity, and his prestige as a war 
inventor, to press upon the For- 
eign Minister a policy favoring 
a Jewish homeland in Palestine.

George offered highest. honors to

Winston Churchill, then Colo- 
nial Secretary, found it necessary 
to explain publicly that “the 
terms of the declaration do not 
contemplate that Palestine as a 
whole should be converted into a 
Jewish national home, but that 
such a home should be founded in 
Palestine.”

In our opinion, Gov, Dewey had the sounder 
arguments in his debate last night with Harold 
E. Stassen. There was, of course, no quarrel be- 


tween them as to the menace of Communism, 
but only as to the method of dealing with it. The 


New Yorker showed a better grasp of constitu- 
tional law and a clearer understanding of basic 
American principle than his opponent. 

The debate was complicated by the injection 
of the Mundt bill into the issue. ‘The Mundt 
bill, now pending in Congress, would require 
registration of all Communists and has other 
provisions of a harassing nature, but it would 
stop short of outlawing the Communist party. 
It would not prevent Communists from running 
for election, Mr. Stassen contended that the 
Mundt bill would, in fact, outlaw Communism. 
Mr. Dewey was able to point out that both the 
bill’s author and the House Un-American Activi- 


ties Committee took the opposite point of view. 


Gov. Dewey contended that to outlaw the Com- 


munist party would be to drive it underground. 
In this he has the support of J. Edgar Hoover, 


head of the FBI, whose testimony before a con- 
gressional committee last year resulted in killing 
a bill which would have made membership in the 
party unlawful. Mr. Hoover was speaking as a 
police officer responsible for keeping a watch- 
ful eye on Communists. He felt his task would 
be much more difficult if the Communists were 
compelled to go underground to survive. 

Apart, however, from the practical matter of 
police surveillance, to outlaw the Communist 
party would be to embark on a dangerous course. 
As we said in an editorial df last November: 

Were the United States to ban the Com- 
munist party, a precedent would be set for 
similar action against other minority groups 
as they fell from favor. Dissent would be- 
come perilous and the American nation 
would lose the freedom of conscience and 
expression which has been the very heart 
of our way of life. 

Gov. Dewey contended that the proposal to 
make the Communist party illegal was similar 
to the repression practiced by the Soviet Union 
and other totalitarian regimes, and by the thought 
police of Japan. He declared he was “unalter- 
ably, whole-heartedly and unswervingly against 
any scheme to write laws outlawing people be- 
cause of their religious, social or economic 
views.” And he condensed the thought into an 
epigram when he said: “You cannot shoot an 
idea with a law.” 

A law banning the Communist party would no 
doubt be held by the Supreme Court to be in vio- 
lation of the Constitution. Here is what the court 
said in the Schneidermaa case, in which an at- 
tempt was made to deprive a California Commu- 
nist of citizenship and in which Wendell Willkie 


was the defendant's attorney: 


We should not hold that petitioner (Schnei- 
derman) is not attached to the Constitution 
by reason of his possible belief in the crea- 
tion of some form of world union of Soviet 
republics, unless we are willing so to hold in 
regard to those who believe in Pan-Ameri- 
canism, the League of Nations, Union Now, 
or some other form of international collabo- 
ration or collective security. A distinction 
here would be an invidious one based on 
the fact that we might agree with or tol- 
erate the latter, but dislike or disagree with 
the former. 

We should let our judgments be guided, 
so far as the law permits, by the spirit of 
freedom and tolerance in which our nation 
was founded, and by a desire to secure the 
— of liberty in thought and action to 
h 6 
History warns against such departures, When 

the French rather than the Russian revolution- 
aries seemed to be the menace, as Gov. Dewey 
said, suppression was tried with the Alien and 
Sedition Laws. Even Thomas Jefferson was 
forced underground, The popular reaction, how- 
ever, doomed the Federalists and put the Jef- 
fersonians in power for 20 years. 

It is always tempting, in critical times, to 
grasp at expedients to gain an end. But it is 
safer and wiser in the long run to stand by basic 
principle. Therefore, while there could be no 
dissent from many of Mr. Stassen's statements 
regarding the danger of Communism—and Gov. 
Dewey did not dissent—the latter was on firmer 
ground in saying that “the way to handle Com- 
munism is to keep it out in the open.” 
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As to College Education 
Many an eyebrow must have been raised by 
the statement of President Snyder of North- 
western University that too many young Amer- 
icans are trying to get a college education. Speak- 


ing at Washington University here, Snyder said | 


that the present enrollment of about 2,000,000 
has carried American colleges and universities 
beyond “the breaking point.” He deplored the 
recommendation of President Truman’s Commis- 
sion on Higher Education that the figure be in- 
creased to 4,000,000 in the next 10 years. 

It is true enough that even 2,000,000 students 
now are a severe strain on existing facilities for 
higher education. It is true, too, that more than 
a few of these 2,000,000 are very inadequately 
prepared for college work. Both factors tend to 
drag down educational standards. The answer, 
however, hardly is that many “would be hap- 
pier outside college,” or that “there are many 
other ways of learning how to become useful 
citizens besides college.” 

The genuine solution lies in a sound expansion 
of educational facilities. It also means better 
work in the high schools. A college education 
is not essential to happiness or success, but this 
was once said, correctly enough, about a high 
school education. The fact is that Americans, 
deeply devoted to equality of opportunity, came 
to insist on high school training for all. Now 
they are beginning to take the same view of 
more advanced courses. 

It is surprising that an educator should not 
be eager to teach as many young people as he 
can possibly reach. 


A Battle for the People Recalled 


Just 20 years ago two Chicago lawyers took 
up the cudgels in behalf of the people of their 
city, firm in the conviction that these people 
had been charged too many nickels and dimes 
by a large and powerful public utility, The util- 
ity was the Illinois Bell Telephone Co., and the 
people were the utility’s patrons. The lawyers 
were George I. Haight and Benjaman Goldstein. 

It looked like a long, uphill fight and the 
prospects of winning it were slight, to say the 
least. But these lawyers did not waver in their 
belief that the rates authorized by the Illinois 
Commerce Commission for the old style coin box 
telephones in homes were excessive and could be 
proved so. Proving it took a long time. Haight's 
health broke under the strain, yet he kept on. 
He and Goldstein put their own money into the 
appeals for their 1,200,000. unnamed clients. 

In time, they fought their way to the bar of 
the United States Supreme Court. Sitting on 
the bench were two former telephone company 
lawyers, one of them, Charles Evans Hughes, as 
Chief Justice. So impressed was the Supreme 
Court with the case that the decision was unani- 


mous in favor of the two Chicago people's law- 
yers and their 1,200,000 clients. More than that, 
the Chief Justice made the decision the more 
impressive by giving it himself. 

In the end, the lawyers were well paid for 
their time under the order of the court, but the 
big winners were the people. For the Illinois 
Bell Telephone Co. was ordered to pay them 
back $18,000,000, plus interest. The total which 
had to be disgorged was $20,700,000. Six years 
after the two lawyers undertook their fight, the 
company began to pay back to the customers at 
the rate of 5000 checks a day. 

A policeman got what he thought was another 
bill, opened the envelop and found a check for 
$148. The checks meant so much in those de- 
pression days to one Negro neighborhood that 
its church asked Haight and Goldstein to join 
them in a “thanksgiving service.”

3. Job insurance. 

4. Expanded social security for all who are 
too old to work. 

5. Rules of fair conduct for employer and 
employe, 

6. System by which every family can pre- 
serve its health. 

7. Assurance of a basic education for 
every child. : 
The test of these proposals of course is in how 

Gov. Warren would carry them out in national 
life. But it is significant that he groups civil 
rights with economic rights which are necessary 


supplements to civil rights. 
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Propaganda: Can Backfire 


A few months ago the National Physicians’ 
Committee forgot that journalism as well as 
medicine has its ethics, as the Denver Post says 
in an editorial reprinted today. This group, which 
was organized to oppose suggestions for govern- 
mental health plans, offered a $1000 award as 
well as lesser prizes for the most effective news- 
paper cartoons against “socialized” medicine. 

The faces of the committee members turned 
red when cartoonists, editors and publishers 
vigorously denounced this insulting attempt to 
stultify their influence in the community. Their 
faces, however, are even more red now that they 
are finding out that cartoonists who naturally 
might have taken their side of the argument are 
letting it strictly alone—lest they be suspected 
of being tempted by the prizes. 

The committee is discovering that the effort to 
shape public opinion to fit a special interest can 
end in a pitfall. 
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City Boy, Ourselves 


When citations for the most banal ballad of 
1948 are handed out, some loyal soul should be 


present to speak a kind cliche or two for “Nature: 


Boy.” This work is currently being sung in 
those doleful tones which are confidently be- 
lieved in popular-song circles to denote deep 
thought, 

“Nature Boy“ himself appears to be a com- 
bination of Tarzan of the Apes, Jiddu Krish- 
namurti, and the Oracle at Delphi. “A very 
strange, enchanted boy, . a little shy and sad 
of eye, but very wise was he.“ He is not only 
pure and saplent, he is also glamorous. They 
say he wandered very far, very far over land 
and sea.” Having started from a good distance 
off, he is exotic; having come a good way, he is 
cosmopolitan. “They say” throws the stuff of 
legend round the whole business. If any further 
atmosphere is needed, it is provided by a musi- 
cal accompaniment that should be just the thing 
for charming snakes. 

The person who narrates the ballad is evi- 
dently something of a nature boy himself, or in 
some other way a person of importance, being 
the local terminus for visiting firemen, “One 
day, a magic day, he passed my way.... we 
spoke of many things, fools and kings...” And 
what do these great, pure, super-serious brains 
find to say to each other? This he said to me: 
‘The greatest thing you'll ever learn is just to 
love and be loved in return.’ ” 

Having listened to this gem of minstrelsy all 
the way through, and of our own free will, we 
doubt it. We doubt it seriously. 

We'll never learn.

Amid warlike noises and moves by Congressmen and candidates, 
Marshall, Eisenhower and Bradley warn that peace can be won 
only by greater efforts for democracy and world recovery; writer 
says that disregarding their counsels could bring on disaster.

By instinct and observation I'm rather 
leery of most generals and admirals ag po- 
litical thinkers. But the fact is that the 
wisest, most profound statements on how 
we Americans must seek a safe and peace- 
ful solution of our crisis with Soviet Russia 
are coming from three of our topmost gen- 
erals. If only our politicians and all Ameri- 
cans would really heed what this distin- 
guished triumvirate of Big Brass is urging 
us to do, our chances of avoiding a cata- 
strophic war would certainly be increased 
enormously, 

I refer to the sober and exceptionally per- 
ceptive speeches recently made by Marshall, 
Eisenhower and Bradley. In one speech 
apiece, these generals made more sense 
than all the speeches of all the preal- 
dential candidates put together. More and 


more it looks as if the Army—by some 


curious chance—has produced three of the 
very few contemporary Americans entitled 
to be called “statesmanlike,” 


Armed Force Not Enough 


Gen. Bradley warned on April 28: “But 
armed force alone is not the final answer, 
We must demonstrate conclusively that 
democracy is more attractive, more pro- 
gressive, more productive and more reso- 
lute than any totalitarian system.. To be 
anti-Communist we must be consistently 
and courageously pro-democratic. ... Wa 
must champion human rights whenever they 
come in conflict with property, privilege or 
prejudice.” 


Secretary Marshall declared on May 6: 
It is a misconception to suppose that dom- 
ination of the world by a single system is 
inevitable. It is a misconception to sup- 
pose that differing systems cannot live 
side by side in peace... . The United Na- 
tions affords... an open door to communi- 
cation between the East and the West.” 


Unique Knowledge of Conditions 


Gen. Eisenhower warned on May 7: “No 
man and no nation ever made wise deci- 
sions when motivated by such emotions, 
(Hysteria, fright or anger). . This prob- 
lem (with Russia) must be approached 
rationally, sanely, on the basis of logic— 
and not for one instant on the basis of 
prejudice, anger or even discouragement.” 

These are the considered judgments of 
three great Americans of high intelligence 
and integrity, of unchallengeable devotion 
to their country. They have the deepest 
reasons for understanding why our road 


toward peace must be long and why it 


would be suicidal today if Americans 
should accept war as “inevitable.” 

If our politicians and our people ignore 
the extraordinarily sound counsels offered 
by Marshall, Eisenhower and Bradley, we 
shall almost certainly end up in a supreme 
disaster. Both the conduct and the course 
they urge are the only safe ones. 

What are these three notable generals 
pleading that we should do? 

First, they insist, we must repudiate the 
notion that a war with Soviet Russia is un- 
avoidable. We must not commit the folly 
of reforming the United Nations “without 
the Russians,” and so close the “open door” 
for communication with Moscow. We can 
never find safety if our actions are domi- 
nated by hysteria, anger, fear or prejudice 
about Russia. 


Force for Human Welfare 


Second, our statesamen-generals empha- 
size that we must build broad foundations 
of. economic recovery before the time can 
be ripe for real peace negotiations with 
Russia. In Marshall’s words, “economic, 
social and political health” must first give 
the world’s peoples “a sense of security.” 
In Bradley's words, freedom must remain 
“a force for human welfare.” In Eisen- 
hower's equally clear vision, we must divert 
wasteful defense costs before very long 
“into productive schemes for the benefit of 
men.” 

Where are the Senators, Congressmen 
and presidential candidates who speak with 
equal clarity, understanding and disinter- 
ested frankness? * 


Restraint and Self- Discipline 


Even though we may disagree with them 
on this or that minor detail, such as U. M. T., 
these generals see our acute peace prob- 
lem in its great, overall dimensions, They 
beg us to be sane, sober and realistic-—to 
take the long view. In such an attitude 
by our people as by our politicians—they 
see our only hope of winning peace. 

With such an attitude we would have 
good chances of keeping the “open door” 
toward Soviet Russia. With such restraint 
and adult self-discipline we can and should 
reach a place where, within a few years, 
we can negotiate confidently with Moscow, 
Maybe we should listen more closely to the 
Big Three of our top brass, and judge seek- 
ers of public office by how much they ac- 
cept the reasoned prudence of Marshall, 
Eisenhower and Bradley. 


No Monopoly on Ethics

No profession is more jealous of its 
ethics than medicine. The medical code is 
strict and applied with great sensitivity, so 
much so that we of the newspaper profes- 
sion have often thought it unduly narrow. 

Few newspaper editors, for instance, have 
not run up against the reluctance of doc- 
tors to publicize advancements in medicine, 
By and large, however, we have respected 
their cautious desire to protect their pro- 
fession against any hint of quackery. 

This being true, the newspaper profession 
might properly expect doctors to show an 
equal respect for the ethics of journalism. 
We find it hard to reconcile this thought 
with the scandalous propaganda efforts of 
the Nationa] Physicians’ Committee, 


The committee, created by the Americen 
Medical Association as a front to fight - 
posals for a national health insurance 
gram, has cooked up a propaganda scheme 
which is nothing short of an effort to 
bribe the press. 

The device they are using is a cartoon 
contest, with eight prizes totaling $3000 for 
the “best” cartoon against health insurance, 
which the profession has long denounced 
as “socialized medicine.” To be eligible, 
the cartoons must be published, This re- 
quirement tips the doctors’ hand. 

We are confident that the angry reaction

At least a half-dozen times the 
United States has taken positions 
that no one was prepared to back 
up.

The 
most conspicuous example, of 
course, was partition, which came 
about because of United States 
pressure. But when the full im- 
plications of this move were ap-

Bold Move but’: 


It is this background that raises 
doubts about President Truman's 
sudden and dramatic move in ac- 
cording recognition to the new 
state of Israel. The move was a 
bold one. It should hearten the 
embattled Jews now defending 
what they have for 30 years con- 
sidered their homeland. 

But the decision for partition 
was also a bold one. If recogni- 
tion is to be merely a gesture, 
then it can be worse than empty. 

After all, the United States “rec- 
ognized” Loyalist Spain all 
through the desperate years when 
that duly constituted Government 
was being destroyed with the help 
of Nazi Germany and Fascist 
Italy. Materials of war were go- 
ing to Germany while an embargo 
kept them from the Loyalists in 
Spain. 

The test will come in the mean- 
ing of recognition. Will the Arabs

Arab Threat. 


Thus far, it is true, the Arabs 
have seemed so divided and so im- 
potent that those who built them 
into a powerful bogey must feel 
more than a little foolish. But if 
they move with a unified and 
powerful force, the threat to the 
peace of the Near East and, in 
fact, to the world will be great, 
Those within the United Nations 
who have been forced to stand by 
while constructive policy has been 
sabotaged and the prestige of the 
U.N. dangerously and perhaps fa- 
tally weakened, will then be able 
to say, “I told you so.” 

There will, however, be small 
satisfaction in that. An _ ever- 
spreading war will call for posi- 
tive action if it is not to continue 
to spread and once again stir a 
general conflagration. 


Remarkable Resistance. 


In the murky atmosphere of 
election-year Washington, there 
are all sorts of rumors about Pal- 
estine. From influential policy 
makers come dark hints of pres- 
sure and the threat of exposure. 
If it were possible to have a fair 
and honest inquiry, the public 
would be served. But that is quite 
obviously impossible. So we will 
continue to get a barrage of war- 
ring propaganda.

A recognized authority on pub- 
lie health, he took the leadership

While in the Legislature he 
sponsored the Measure setting up 
the state tuberculosis sanitoriam 
at Mount Vernon. 

In 1929 he established a system 
of birth registration for Missouri. 
Born near Glasgow, Scotland, Dr. 
Stewart came to St. Louis with 
his parents when he was 11 years 
old. He was graduated from 
Barnes Medical College there in 
1895, and moved to Marthasville 
to practice. He made his home 
in 
state service. 

He attracted widespread atten- 
tion in the Legislature in 1905 by 
an impulsive act of throwing an 
inkwell through the fact of the 
clock in the House of Representa- 
tives to “stop the clock” and pre- 
vent adjournment at a fixed time.

As a country doctor in Warren 
county he established one of the 
first telephone lines to hasten 
communications. Earlier he had 
used carrier pigeons as a means 
of communication on his rounds.

Book Written for Mother 
of Father Faris by 
Belgian Priest.

An illustrated manuscript by 
Father Pierre Jean Desmet, S. J., 
missionary and explorer, has been 
given to St. Louis University by 
the Rev. Charleville Benoist Faris, 
pastor of Annunciata Parish, Clay- 
ton and Cella roads. 

The manuscript is a book writ- 
ten for Father Faris’s mother, 
the late Mrs. C. A. Faris, when 
she was Mme. Clemence Benoist. 
It consists of poems, ancedotes, 
prayers and pictures designed to 
appeal to a girl in her early 
teens. 

The poems, prayers and stories 
are written in a small, precise 
penmanship in English, French, 
German and Pottowatamie and 
other Indian dialects. The sketches 
drawn by Father DeSmet and his 
friends, show scenes in the Wes- 
tern wilderness, homes, clothes 
and weapons of various Indian 
‘tribes, religious subjects and a 
few sketches of other Jesuit 
priests with whom Father DeSmet 
worked. 


Father Desmet was one of a 
group of Belgian priests who came 
to America in the early nineteenth 
century and funded St. Louis Uni- 
versity. In the course of his life- 
time he crossed the Atlantic 15 
times to get funds and support 
for his missionary work. Because 
of his familiarity with the In- 
dians he was famous not only as 
a geographer and student of In- 
dian customs, but also as a peace- 
maker. 

The book, which was lent to 
the university for the Louisiana 
Purchase Exposition in 1904, will

Big Need for More Home-Made Music 


So Says Director of Purdue U.'s Crack Glee Club — Here Thursday

LAFAYETTE, Ind., May 18. 

F the United States “needs any- 

thing in music t it needs 

more sincere, good, „ indif- 
ferent, home-made music. 

Such is the belief of Albert P. 
Stewart, director of music, Purdue 
University, who will bring his 52- 
voice Purdue Glee Club—reported 
to be one of the best in the coun-

portant posts in the National Fed- 
eration of Music clubs. He was 
rural music chairman, since he 
has an interest in rural music, 
and about two years ago was 
asked to take an additional chair- 
manship, that of national chair- 
man of industrial music. He feels 
that the latter post offers an es- 
pecially large 
service, 

“It has long been my conten- 
tion,” he says, “that the music 
profession has been its own worst 
enemy in a workable program of 
music for industry. I believe that 
we have been entirely too aca- 
demic and too particular in our 
demands and our requests of in- 
dustrial people. I do not believe, 
on the other hand, that we should 
play down to industry, for that 
is not the case, but rather that we 
determine the musical taste of 
these industrial people and start 
from there.” 


The question of musical stand- 
ards of people in industry was dis- 
cussed by Stewart, who declared: 
“I believe most profoundly that we 
cannot force standards upon peo- 
ple. As a matter of fact,” he said, 
“I’m not. sure who set the stand- 
ards in the first place. If the 
vast number of Ameficans have

likes and dislikes which vary from 
yours and mine, then we had 
better re-examine our standards. 
Perhaps our standards are wrong 
if the people of the country will 
not go along with them.” 


Stewart points out that training 
musical organizations in school 
and in industry are two different 
things. “When the bell rings,” he 
says, “the student gets up and 
leaves, but the student must stay 
there until the bell rings. In in- 
dustry it hg not necessary for the 
employe to stay or to return the 


following week to rehearsal, be- 
cause this is an off-the-job recre- 
ational program. He may come 
and go as he pleases. It is, there- 
fore, up to the musical director to 
make the program so interesting 
that he anticipates the following 
rehearsal.” 


The music program at Purdue is 
on a practical basis. Purdue has 
schools of technology, science, and 
agriculture, but no school of 
music. Even so, a large percent- 
age of the students work in 

„musical activities. 


that he is thus spreading his in- 
flence in a way that will be effec- 
tive for a long time to come as 
Purdue's director of music, for the 
students at Purdue today will be 
industrialists of tomorrow. 

An active, dynamic person, prod- 
uct of a Methodist parsonage, and 
filled with music and enthusiasm 
to his finger tips, Stewart says he 
“drifted” into an interest in in- 
dustrial music by accident. 

“A few years ago,” he said, “I 
was acheduled to be chairman of 
a meeting on industrial music at 
an industrial convention.

duct a 45-minute forum, talking 
about the points and questions 
raised in the paper = pre- 
ceded our forum. 

“It so happened that 
‘speaker’ presented a mimeo- 
graphed sheet with some sug- 
gestions on it; and sat down, This 
took about three minutes, and left 
me standing in front of this aud- 
lence of industrialists without any 
preparation whatsoever, waiting 
for his material t6 inspire dis- 
cussion.,_I found it necessary 
quickly to assemble a few 
thoughts, make a few notes, and 
give a lecture, really, on what we 
do at Purdue but make it apply 
to industry in as far as I could. 
This I found fairly easy and, hav- 
ing spent 30 or 40 minutes on the 
topic, threw it open for discussion. 
I found that I had touched some 


vital points for these industrial- 


ists, and spent another hour or 80 
trying to answer questions. The 
following morning, much to my 
surprise, I found that I was some- 
what of an authority in the field 
of industrial music.” 

The program in St. Louis Thurs- 
day night will set out to prove, ac- 
cording to Stewart, that the glee 
club is composed of “human 
beings who enjoy music.” There 
will be sacred numbers by such 
composers as Verdi and Han- 
del; serious and light Negro spirit- 
uals, including “Dry Bones”; a 
burlesque of opera, and a group 
of barbershop harmony songs by 
the University’s Varsity Four, 
which recently won a three-state 
competition and will compete in 
the national quartet contest at 
Oklahoma City later this year.

Secret of 
Good Writing 


By Frank Colby 


KRON: I have a consuming 

ambition to be a writer. What 

do you consider the most im- 
portant English rules for good 
writing ?7—H.B. 

Answer: Good writing is not a 
question of grammar, Some of 
the worst writing I know of is 
grammatically beyond reproach. 
The average English textbook is 
a good (or should I say “horri- 
ble?) example of how not to 
write. 

Writing serves one purpose, and 
one purpose only to communicate 
ideas. Therefore, the secret of all 
good writing is clarity of expres- 
sion. Two thousand yearr ago, 
Quintilian, Roman rhetorician and 
critic, put it thus: “The writer 
should so write that his readers 
not only may, but must under- 
stand.” 

The same thought was ex- 
pressed by the French author 
Anatole France: D'abord la 
clarte; puis encore ia clarte; et 
enfin la clarte, (First, clearness; 
next, clearness; finally, cleare 
ness).” 

Trying to write elegantly is the 
cause of almost all bad writing. 
Dr. Samuel Johnson, the great 
lexicographer, never forgot the 
advice given him by a dour old 
tutor: “Read over your writings, 
and, whenever you meet with a 
passage you think is err 
fine, strike it out!” 

The writer must have some- 
thing worthwhile to say. But what 
he has to say should be told in 
accurate, concise, and simple lan- 


guage.

Leaks in the House. 


ERE in a new and highly sim- 
Hz form, is an opus on 

those damp spots on interior 
walls and ceilings, Now the damp- 
ness is, naturally, caused by water, 
but how the water gets there 
makes interesting reading and 
even more interesting looking. 


The more obvious points to look 
for trouble are leaks in the roof or 
in the exterior siding. Check win- 
dows and other openings above 
the damp spots as these often are 
the cause of the trouble, Cracks, 
when you find them, can be filled 
with putty or caulking compound. 


Be sure to look at the joint be- 
tween wall and roof. This is a 
great place for water to get inside. 
If the damp spot is near a chim- 
ney, check the outside portion of 
the chimney especially around the 
roof flashing and at the chimney 
cap. 

If the cap is broken or non-ex- 
istent, water may be leaking down 
through mortar joints and even- 
tually coming through the sides. 


Remember that the water may be 
entering the house at some dis- 
tance from where it eventually 
makes its presence known, 

Once you are completely satis- 
fied that no water can possibly be 
getting in from the outside, start 
checking on the plumbing and 
heating lines. If they run near the 


damp spots then the trouble may 


very easily be caused by a leak in 


a pipe or even by condensation. 
We hate to have to say what must 


be done here—namely, the floor or 
ceiling removed and the worn pipe 


replaced or, in the case of conden- 


sation, the pipe insulated.

Brother McLemore Goes Searching for Zombie — Takes in Big, Lively Saturday Night Party

¥Y prime mission here is to 
find a zombie, 

As you know, Haiti is. the 
country where ‘zombies are taken 
as seriously as Taft is in Ohio. 
Work never stops here. The na- 
tives work all day and the zom- 
bies, rising from their graves with 
the setting of the sun, work all 
night. A swing shift land, if you 
please. 

I am not looking for just any 
old zombie. I want to lay hands 
on, and have a long talk with, a 
zombie said to be named Mc- 
Lemore. This McLemore is re- 
puted to have come over with a 
chap you might have heard of, 
one Christopher Columbus, who 
landed here on his voyage in 1492 
to establish the first settlement in 
the Americas. 

The fact that this zombie sleeps 
all day and stgys up all night 
leads me to believe that he is a 
true McLemore. Only the report 
that he works all night makes me 
question his authenticity. 

There are a thousand questions 
I want to ask him, many of which 
if answered will be of tremendous 
heln to historians. 

Is it true that Columbus was 
a horse player and kept sending 
back bets by bottle? 

Is it true that Columbus al- 
ways walked either in squares or 


hundreds of years later?

No matter how “bombosh” is 
spelled, in Haiti it means a Sat- 
urday night blow-out by average 
Haitians. It is held in the hills, 
on the flat, or any old place at 
all, just so there is food, music, 
companionship, and the other ac- 
companying ingredients of such a 
party. 
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HE ‘“‘bombosh” I attended was 

held in a cemetery. You heard 

me. A cemetery. Not a bad place 
for a party, a cemetery. The 
tombstones are handy to lean 
against, and there are no end of 
spirits. .. the kind that is usually 
scarce, and the kind that is some- 
times scary. 


Music was furnished by voodoo 
drums. Not that there was any- 
thing unusual in this, because all 
music in Haiti is played on the 
voodoo drum. Personally, I can’t 
carry a tune—except, say, at world 
series time at Hotel Chase in St. 
Louis—but this is a rough idea of 
voodoo music—boom boom pat 
slap boom. The orthodox. voodoo 
drummer uses his hands and el- 
bows, but I was fortunate enough 
to see a Haitian virtuoso who 
used his hands, elbows, knees, 
ankles and sacroiliac. After he 


finished a fast rendition of 
“Drums Along the Mohawk,” he 
looked like the winning exhibit in 
a Boy Scout knot tying contest. 
As a rule the voodoo drum has 
just about as much change of pace 
ag a merry-go-round horse. 


When I left the “bombosh,” 1 
drove higher up into the hills, I 
had heard that some of the voo- 
doo cults still practiced human 
sacrifice and worshipped the Dau- 
phin. Fortunately I had an old 
Dauphin suit in the back of the 
car into which I changed on a 
slow S curve. 


After driving steadily for some 
minutes, I arrived at my destina- 
tion—a real voodoo, stepped 
from the car, and moved into the 
center of the group which appar- 
ently had finished the opening 
hymn quite a bit earlier. And. 
then I was transported into an- 
other world entirely, This voodoo 
is taken very seriously in Haiti 
it has a religious significance that 
is very difficult for the visitor to 
understand. As the ceremony 
progresses the beat of the voodoo 
drums transforms the ‘worship- 
pers into ~ state of mind border- 
ing on mass hysteria, Not only 
those who originally participated 
in the ceremony take part, but 
spectators begin to sway and 
shout. 
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One of the strange things about 
voodoo is that there is no active 
leader. Each person seems to 
have some inner volition which 


animates him or her almost un- 
consciously to take part in the 
ritual, Jeanie, my wife, began to 
get nervous before the ceremony 
was over, and insisted that I 
call signals and make way 
through the crowd and leave. 
Henry, Coeur de Lior, as the boys 
in the back room call me, was 
not unready to leave himself. 

My neighbors are really goin 
to be surprised when I get hack 
to Florida. I have decided to give 
up playing the flute while accom- 
panying myself on a harpsichord 
in favor of the voodoo drum, I 
bought one today, and I am tak- 
ing daily lessons. I like it so 
much that I practice my hour 
each day even when the other 
kids are out playing, and call to 
me, “Henri, voulez-vous come out 
and play tag with us.” I'd like to 
put this all in French, but I speak 
strictly Pan-American Clipper 
French, and hat was not in the 
handy little guide of phrases that 
I studied the way down here. 
Any rumblings you might hear in 
the states in the next few weeks 
will be no cause for alarm.

Different 
Causes of 
Heart Ills 


By C. A. Dean, M.D.. 


HERE are various causes for 
T eart trouble. Some types may 

be congenital (present at birth). 
Syphilis may lead to heart trou- 
ble, y when this disease 
is untreated. Thyroid disturbances 
occasionally produce certain types 
of heart trouble. High blood pres- 
sure and coronary (blood vessel 
to the heart) artery disease may 
Tead to a strain on the heart with 
characteristic abnormalities in the 
heart itself resulting from these 
disturbances. 

One of the most frequent causes 
of heart disease is rheumatic 
fever. Not all cases of rheumatic 
fever are left with an afflicted 
heart, but a fair percentage of 
them are. Blood diseases of spe- 
cific nature May lead to char- 
acteristic heart changes. The heart 
muscle may, on occasions, be 
scarred and impaired somewhat 
during or after such illnesses as 
diptheria, scarlet fever, typhoid 
fever, and others, Each type of 
disease may lead to very typical 
changes in the various heart struc- 
tures. The seriousness or signifi- 
cance will, of course, always de- 
pend on the underlyimg cause. 

Question: “I would like some in- 
formation on spina bifida, its 
cause and whether or not it can 
be cured.“ 

Answer: In a small percentage 
of people a soft lump may be 
present under the skin at the bot- 
tom of the spine. In some cases 
this lump may contain filaments 
from the spinal canal. This condi- 
tion is a congenital (present at 
birth) defect of the lower seg- 
ments of bone making up the 
spinal canal. 


There are various types of de- 
fects here, depending on the na- 


ture of the contents bulging into 
the lump from the spinal canal. 
Some types are absolutely pain- 
less, produce no symptoms, and 
are best left alone. Other types 
are preferably treated by surgery. 


The ideal time for the operation, 


when it is indicated, is said to be 
during the first few weeks of life, 
but on occasions the operation 
may be performed in later years. 
Other types of congenital defects 
are commonly present in different 
parts of the in indi- 


' viduals who have spina bifida. As 


with other types of congenital de- 
fects, the cause is not known.

As 
the child grows. he is allowed 
more use of money. He begins by 
buying his school equipment — 
pencils, pads, notebooks and the 
like—and ends by buying all ‘his 
clothes, managing all his funds 
for himself. Thus by the time he 
goes to college, he can be trusted 
to manage his own affairs. If he 
cannot be trusted by that time 
with his accounts, his education 
has been faulty. 
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SOME CHILDREN want more 
money than their parents can 
give them, Instead of stinting 
themselves, skimping here and 
there on necessities to give the 
child the thing he wants, the 
situation should. be explained to 
him so that he learns of his part- 
nership in the family concerns. 
He is to share in all that belongs 
to family life, the fundamentals 
like shelter, food and clothing to 
education, recreation and savings. 

Children, who are reared on the 
notion that the money they get 
is a gift from loving parents to 
be spent without thought save 
for the immediate satisfaction, 
are headed for grief. Money is a 
symbol of labor done and it 
should be respected and used ac- 
cordingly — never grudgingly, 
never lavishly, but wholesomely as 
any other valuable possession is 
used. 

Give the children their allow- 
ance as a matter of routine, and 
teach them how to use it and so 
add to their intelligence and abil- 
ity to live wisely and happily.
